sons of sound acquisitions and active minds 
would find the making of these observation* 
a recreation ond amusement, prosec wed, at 
tho same time, with the fichcg that their a- 
m use merit, in this case, was promoting a 
valuable science. We delay no longer io 
give Prof. Espy's circular, — we may, bow. 
ever, be allowed to remark, thai there is not 
probably a newspaper in Vermont that 
would not promote the satisfaction of its 
reader*, as well as the extension of useful 
inform.lion sod ideas, by giving it a place 
in their pages.
